My dear people: 

By the time this letter reaches you, we shall 
be into the season of Lent. I find myself wonder¬ 
ing what Lent can really mean to many of our 
Church people in the country. 

I have just returned from a visit to one of 
our parishes, where the Vicar has six places to 
look after. He cannot possibly get around to them 
all in one day, so they have grown accustomed 
to a service twice a month. It is almost impossible 
at most of these places to arrange for a special 
weekday Lenten service. 

Yet Lent is meant to be a time of concentrated 
prayer, worship, study, and self-denial. These 
activities should always be found in the life of 
the Christian, but this means that in the rhythm 
of life there must be times of special emphasis 
upon them. Lent is such a time. Its motto is, 
"Behold, we go up to Jerusalem" (Luke 18:31). 
Its purpose is that we should be ready for Good 
Friday and Easter. We seek, in these forty days, 
to enter more fully into the meaning of the Cross 
and Resurrection of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, during Lent the Christian is called 
to self-denial. The material world, good in itself, 
leads us astray when we allow it to become too 
important. Like St. Paul, we need to "keep our 
bodies under." 

Also during Lent the Christian is called to 
pray about his faith and think about it. In some 
places you find people who attend the Holy Com¬ 
munion daily throughout Lent. Others go each 
day, or as often as they can, to a Lenten Noonday 
Service. There are others who read a book about 
their faith. Each year our Church in Canada 
publishes a special Lenten Book which costs $1.00 
and can be obtained from our Synod Office. 

All this programme works very nicely in the 
city. But what about the Country? That is the 
question with which I began this letter. 

The only answer is that we must always 
remember just how much is needed for Church 



worship to be possible. If you find just one faith¬ 
ful Church member with a Prayer Book he is pre¬ 
pared to use, you have the Church. He can open 
that Prayer Book and join in the worship of the 
world-wide Church. 

Therefore, I suggest to you, wherever you are 
—even if in your Church there are only occasional 
services—during Lent you can do these things: 

1. Practice some self-denial. (Did you see 
the story of the clergyman in Time Maga¬ 
zine who said, "We fatties are the only 
ones who can weigh our sins"?) 

2. Say the Family Prayers daily (Prayer Book 
page 731). 

3. Read the Epistle and Gospel each Sunday. 

4. Go to Holy Communion as often as you 
can. 

But doesn't all this put to shame those of 
us who live in cities and have special Lenten 
programmes arranged for us; what poor use we 
make of them. 


And remember the purpose of Lent — to bring 
our minds and souls more fully to the Cross of 
Jesus Christ.

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EDITORIAL 

Recent events in the Diocese have been making 
it clear to those who carry on the work of Diocese, 
that there will soon come a time of “Reckoning”. 
That time, some think, is now. 

The reckoning is in the field of finances. An 
article in the last isue of the Magazine listed some 
of the immediate financial needs of the Diocese 
and in the present issue we publish an interview 
with Canon T. W. Teape which suggests some of 
our very real difficulties. These arise as a result 
of the lack of financial reserves and at the same 
time of the continuous pressure from the Diocese 
for Church Extension. 

The people of the Diocese must now be aware 
that the Bishop and Executive Committee, not to 
mention a considerable number of the clergy, 
are considering a Diocesan Fund Raising Drive to 
meet the pressing needs. And in due time the whole 
problem and challenge will come to a decision by 
the proper authority. 

We suggest here that our thinking should be 
be on the side of courage rather than of excessive 


caution; positive rather than negative. Potential 
increases in the giving standards of the Diocese 
may sometimes seem absurdly large. But it is the 
experience of many who have taken part in concen¬ 
trated stewardship programmes that these poten¬ 
tials, no matter how “revolutionary” they seem, 
are often possible. Well organized Stewardship 
programmes have in fact, taught many of us a real 
lesson about giving, and have broken a multitude 
of “conservative,” “practical”, estimates about 
what the Church can do (or cannot do!) finan¬ 
cially, and therefore to some extent, spiritually. 

“Positive thinking” is the key word, today, in 
many pulpits and perhaps on many a psychiatric 
couch. “I can do all things through Positive think¬ 
ing, which strengtheneth me”; this might well be 
the paraphrase of Scripture that represents the 
attitude of many an optimist. For the Christian, 
the Source of spiritual strength is not simply in 
a self-made confidence. His strength is in the 
living Christ. But that Divine strength surely 
issues in a sense of confidence too. The Christian 
is a positive rather than a negative thinker. So 
that, when faced with a real challenge both in 
private life and in the corporate decisions of the 
Diocese, he has good cause in Christ, to hope, and 
to say, “it may well be possible”. 

If a real and courageous challenge does break 
upon us, in the near future, we may well remem¬ 
ber the determination of our Lord as He set His 
face towards Jerusalem to accomplish what 
seemed impossible to His disciples. What could be 
more absurd and hopeless than to win victory 
through a cross? Hearts failed Him as He went 
towards His goal until in the end He had to “go 
it” alone. And these are our Lenten thoughts, of 
course. 

In many ways we are like those trembling 
disciples. We too are called by Our Lord to accom¬ 
plish His work and in doing so, we are sometimes 
called to assault the “impossible” and accomplish 
it. Peter learned. Paul learned. The Church often 
learned and often forgot. Can we learn to assault 
the “impossible” for God with confidence and 
trust?

God-The Beginning and the End 


The Season of Lent is one of tire 
bright and remarkable times in the 
Anglican Church year. It is a time 
when the Church seems to come into its 
own. This may be because there are 
still enough old fashioned Anglicans 
about who take the season seriously! 
If so, they have an excellent tradition 
which is well worth passing on to the 
many people who are now coming into 
our Church and are, perhaps, new to 
our ways. 

Critics are quick to point out the 
weaknesses of our Church in other things. 
We are not as clearly informed about the 
doctrines of our Church as are members 
of some of the other communions. Nor 
are we as regular at Church attendance 
as members of still other denominations. 
We are at the bottom of the list when it 
comes to the financial side of Christian 
Stewardship. For these things we should 
be penitent before our Lord whom we 
are called to serve. 

But during Lent something of the 
strength of the Anglican Church shows 
itself. There is a longing for “the waters 
of the fountain of life” and a strong 
devotion to Our Lord in His sufferings 
which draws Anglicans in number to such 
Lenten events as the Noon Day Services 
at the Cathedral and mid week services 
in the Parish Churches. 

The Lenten Services at the Cathedral 
held every noon from Monday through 
Friday are remarkable in the City. They 
are generally well attended by people 
who come to hear the Word of God 
preached well, and to offer themselves to 
God in intercessions and prayers. 

There are many private ways of keep 
Ing Lent, too. Many Anglicans will now 
be going through the small but sharp 
languish of doing without their smokes, 
icandy, T.V. cocktails and a hosF'of other 
indulgences will be missed for the 40 
days and nights. More attention will 
be paid to the Anglican’s duty to God 
and to His neighbour. The outsider may 
not understand. But the Anglican does 
these things (or does not do them), so 
that even in some small way he may 
'“know the fellowship of His sufferings 
■and the power of His resurrection.” 

The spiritual discipline of the Season is 
a neccessary part of Christian growth. 
God said to St. John the Divine that He 
was the Alpha and the Omega, the 
Beginning and the End: that He would 


make all tilings new. If then, God is the 
cause and source of your life, day by 
day, then you need to know that you 
depend on Him utterly. And if He is 
your End, then you need to remember 
that your fulfillment in life, your real 
security and your real joy, lie with Him. 
Christian life depends on God because 
He is the Alpha; and it strives towards 
God because He is the one and only 
Omega. 

It was A. E. Houseman who suggested 
that life was but a brief day between 
two eternal nights; a life surrounded by 
darkness. But the Christian views life 
rather as if it were a late winter day. 
Weather is still cold and hard. Children 
go to school muffled in heavy, clothes 
and scarfs. The old folk must still stay in¬ 
doors. But the dawn is brighter and the 
evening shadows take longer to close in 
about us. There is light at the begin¬ 
ning and at the end of the day which 
give promise of new life that is to come. 


The Troubles of a Secretary Treasurer 

Since a recent issue of the Edmonton 
Churchman published the Diocese’s needs 
for Capital Funds, many people have 
been asking why we need to raise so 
much money all at once. 

But the lack of Funds is “old hat” to 
the Secretary Treasurer of the Diocese. 
An interview with Canon Teape at the 
Synod Office revealed that a shortage 
of money has been turning his hair grey 
for months. 

“Take the Manville affair” he said as 
an illustration. “The Manville Muddle! 
"What happened was this. The con¬ 
gregation raised $13,000 in pledges to 
build a new Church and borrowed the 
necessary money from the Bank. They 
got going on their building immediately. 
But then they found that for only $6,000 
more they could use steel beams which 
would give them a fine basement under 
the Church. Fireworks! The Bank 
immediately cancelled the loan”, said the 
Canon. “They cancelled the whole loan 
and here the building was already under 
way!” 

“What were we to do? The Executive 
Committee had about four meetings, the 
Bishop and I and others searched around 
for a loan without success. Finally a 


And so for the Christian. While the 
daily life may be cold and hard going 
sometimes, it is surrounded not by dark¬ 
ness but by light and God who is at his 
Beginning and his Ending promises new 
life. 

A Lenten Discipline can be built 
around such thoughts as these. It can 
serve to re-direct your life towards its 
real goal—the eternal Kingdom of God. 
It can be a way in which you remember 
your purpose here, “to serve God in this 
world and to enjoy Him forever in 
heaven”. It can be a way in which you 
turn away from those things that have 
won your attention and affection at the 
expense of your loyality to God and 
which are leading you down the dead 
end streets of life instead of towards 
your true home, which is God. In the 
phrases of one of our collects, Lent can 
be a time for the harnessing of unruly 
wills and affections, “so that among the 
sundry and manifold changes of the 
world our hearts may surely there be 
fixed where true joys are to be found.” 


loan was procured but according to the 
terms, if Manville defaults on one pay¬ 
ment then the Synod Office has to make 
it good immediately.” Someone suggest¬ 
ed that there might be a crop failure 
in the Manville area next year. The 
Secretary Treasurer didn’t try to answer. 

“We get this kind of trouble because 
we do not have the money to loan to 
parish Churches when they need it. They 
are perfectly good ‘risks’ but now with 
credit being so tight as it is they are not 
just to the liking of the Bank regulations.” 

“The money on the list of Proposed 
Needs isn’t for gifts to the parishes,” the 
Canon continued. “It’s to lend to them, 
for a period of several years while they 
pay it off.” 

We asked him about some of the 
other places where it was mentioned 
that money might be needed. 

“Campbelltown is one such place,” he 
said. “They’ve got under way already. 
A completely new parish.” He smiled 
ruefully. “I almost went to jail over 
that place.” 

"They needed some money too, of 
course. They wanted to buy the old 
Parish Hall from Manville some months 
ago. So we loaned them $2,500. They 
moved the Hall, (thanks to Mr. Fishbum). 
and set up shop.” 


Grey Hairs at the Synod Office 
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Where did you get the money to lend 
them” we asked, “if you’re so hard up 
here?” “Well,” he replied, “that’s a long 
story.” 

For some reason or other we thought 
of Archdeacon Tackaberry. 

“We got the money alright. But in 
doing so we found that we were in the 
process of breaking a law relating to trust 
funds and fortunately got things straight¬ 
ened out in time. But it shows you we 
are at the bottom of the barrel.” 

Robbing Peter to pay Paul is another 
art that the Secretary Treasurer has had 
to learn in Diocesan Finance. A loan 
of $4,500 was recently made to St. Barn¬ 
abas’. To do it there was some very nifty 
footwork. The Canon explaned; 

“We mortgaged the See House and 
gave the mortgage to the St. Aidan’s 
House Fund, which paid the Synod the 
$4,500. Then we loaned this to St. 
Barnabas”. 

“Did this mean”, we asked, "that if 
St. Aidan’s House didn’t get on the cam¬ 
pus they could move in with the Bishop 
and his family?” But the Secretary 
treasurer was only mildly amused! 

We left the Office after hearing 
about some of the other possible expenses 
too; of a $100,000,000.00 extension of 
the Pulp and Paper Plant at Hinton and 
the opportunity there; of the need for 
funds at Frog Lake; of the rectory in such 
bad repair at Mayerthorpe. 

We don’t know the “ins and outs” of 
high finance. But we know one thing. 
The Secretary Treasurer has a few grey 
hairs and they’re probably there because 
we’re broke!

Archdeacon W. M. Nainby, 
B.A., L.Th., Rector of Holy Trinity 
Church and Archdeacon of Edmonton 
South, presented Mr. Rayment and the 
Very Rev. W. Gerald Burch, the Dean 
of Edmonton, sang the Litany. The can¬ 
didate is a former parishioner of Holy 
Trinity. 

The Epistle was read by Canon T. W. 
Teape, B.A., L.Th., and the Gospel by 
the Rev. D. F. Moore, L.Th. Relatives 
and friends of the ordinand received 
Communion with the ordinand. 

Mr. Rayment will continue as curate 
at All Saints’ Cathedral where he has 
been serving since his ordination into 
Deacons orders. He is one of a number 
of clergy who have grown up in Edmon¬ 
ton and have returned here for their 
work in the ministry. Mr. Rayment at¬ 
tended the University of Saskatchewan 
where he graduated in Arts prior to en¬ 
tering Emmanuel College for theological 
studies. 

Clergy To Visit High School 
On “Vocation” 

Permission from the Edmonton School 
Board has been granted to the Edmon¬ 
ton and District Council of Churches (of 
which the Diocese of Edmonton is a 
member), for clergy to take part in Voca¬ 
tional Guidance program in Edmonton 
High Schools. It will be one of the rare 
occasions when clergy have been per¬ 
mitted to speak to boys and girls in the 
schools of the city and the permission is 
received with gratitude. 

Some clergy of the Church are already 
involved in Home and School “Vocational 
Nights” and early in March the Dean 
of the Cathedral will be speaking to the 
students of Westglen High School. 


Laymen’s Dinner Planned 
For Time Of Synod 

The Laymen’s Dinner has been set for 
the evening of April 30, it has been an¬ 
nounced at the Synod Office. Details 
of arrangements are not available at this 
time. The speaker of the evening will 
be the Rt. Rev. G. Calvert, Bishop of 
Calgary Diocese, the home of Alberta’s 
only “B.A.C.” (Brotherhood of Anglican 
Churchmen). 

St. Philip’s Parish Self-Supporting 
In Less Than Two Years 

A letter from the Wardens and Vestry 
of St. Phillip’s Church has advised the 
Bishop and the Executive Committee of 
the intention of the Parish to be a self- 
supporting parish. The work in the par¬ 
ish was begun by the Rev. R. J. Maggs 
in the summer of 1955. Last year the 
old Westmister United Church was pur¬ 
chased, which had been used by the 
Diocese as a temporary Synod Office. 

The letter accepts all responsibilities 
for parish finances. “We shall pay," they 
say, “the Rector’s stipend, provide living 
accommodation, contribute towards the 
pension fund. . . . We are also agreeable 
to the payment of a nominal apportion¬ 
ment.” 

Tire news was received with gratitude 
by the Executive Committee, hard press¬ 
ed for grants. 

Canon Wolff On The 
Executive Committee 

At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee the Rev. Canon C. E. F. 
Wolff, Rector of St. Stephen’s Parish in 
Edmonton, was elected to the committee 
to replace the Rev. L. M. Watts, who 
has recently taken up the Cure of Souls 
at the Pro-Cathedral in Kenora. 

Appointment to St. Faith’s 

It has been announced by the Synod 
Office that the Rev. H. G. Macdonald, 
Vicar of St. David’s Church, Edmonton, 
has been appointed to the Cure of Souls 
in St. Faith’s Parish. The move will be 
effective immediately after Easter. He 
replaces the Rev. L. M. Watts, who 
moved from the Diocese at the end of 
January. 


Edmonton Churchman 
Subscription Drive 

The Edmonton Churchman has an¬ 
nounced a drive at Easter Time to in¬ 
crease its subscriptions throughout the 
Diocese ,at the suggestion and with the 
approval of the Executive Committee.

New Fund Raising System 
On Interdenominational Basis 

On Monday, February 18, the clergy 
of the Deanery of Edmonton were in¬ 
vited to a luncheon sponsored by the 
Council of Churches to hear of the pro¬ 
gress being made by the Committee on 
Christian Stewardship of the Canadian 
Council of Churches. 

Speakers at the luncheon were Dr. Mc- 
Dormand and Mr. Colburn, a layman. 
The speakers, both of Toronto, told their 
audience of the success of a programme 
for Christian Stewardship which the 
Committee is sponsoring throughout Can¬ 
ada. Of general interest were the facts 
that while the programme is interdenom¬ 
inational in its planning and training 
stages it is reported to be a “private 
matter” to each of the participating 
churches as far as the canvassing is con¬ 
cerned. The speakers both emphasized 
that the “Sector Programme” has a bene¬ 
ficial effect on church relations and is 
successful in raising the giving standard 
of the people of all denominations. 

Of particular interest is the fact that 
the fee for training help in conducting 
the programme amounts to one per cent 
of any church’s budget for the year pre¬ 
vious to the canvass and is paid to the 
Council of Churches. It is used by the 
Council of Churches for missionary work.

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Bible Reading Secretary 
Appointed By The W.A. 

Mrs. G. McComas has volunteered to 
become the Bible Reading Fellowship 
Secretary for the Diocese.

The Bible Reading Fellowship is a 
system of daily Bible Reading very high¬ 
ly recommended to Anglicans of all ages. 

The Committee 
on Evangelism has recommended it to 
the Diocese as part of the Diocesan 
Programme for Evangelism.

Lay Readers Holding The Fort 

A fact that is little known in the Dio¬ 
cese is that the Bishop’s Lay Readers 
have been contributing a great deal of 
time to the worship of the Diocese in 
recent months. In fact, without them 
services would have stopped in a num¬ 
ber of vacant points in the Diocese. 

One of the hard-working Lay Readers 
is Mr. “Chuck" Bell of the Parish of 
St. Mary’s, Redwater. For several months 
he has been at work almost every Sunday. 
Each fortnight he drives a 200 mile cir¬ 
cuit to see that places such as Mayer- 
thorpe, Peavine, Sangudo and Green- 
court have services. Mr. Bell works the 
other six days with the Imperial Oil Co. 
Ltd. 

Mr. Norman Stewart is another hard¬ 
working Lay Reader and has taken serv¬ 
ices somewhere in the Diocese every 
Sunday since October of 1956. By day, 
he is a teacher in tire Alex Taylor School 
in Edmonton. And by night, one sur¬ 
mises he is writing sermons so that he 
can take the service in the eastern part 
of the Edson Mission and in other points. 
He regularly conducts the services at 
McLeod Valley, McKay, Hattenford, 
Drayton Valley, Sasyford, and has helped 
out at Mayerthorpe as well. 

These two are not the only ones. Mr. 
Frame of St. Paul’s Parish in Edmonton 
is known by the people of Mayerthorpe; 
Mr. Peter Cuff of St. Mary’s by the 
people of Sedgewick, Killam and 
Lougheed. Mr. Derick S. Griffin takes 
services in his home parish of St. Mark’s 
during the absence of the Rector, the 
Rev. G. W. Wilson, and Mr. Noble has 
been taking care of St. Michael’s and 


All Angels during the convalescence of 
Archdeacon Tackaberry. Mr. Don Sims 
is a regular helper to Mr. Sewell at St. 
John’s, and Mr. Hart Strain saw that St. 
Barnabas’ Parish had services after the 
death of Father Matthews. 

Other Lay Readers in the Diocese are 
Ron McLung of St. Luke’s, Don Freeman 
of the Cathedral, Mr. E. Curry of St. 
Faith’s, Mr. Vincent T. Young of St. 
Faith’s, Mr. Les Hunter and Mr. E. M. 
Dowding of St. David’s have also been 
active. 

This, of course, is the pattern of work 
throughout the fall and winter. No one 
has mentioned, or can really guess haw 
much more the Laymen of the Diocese 
are doing as Lay Readers during the 
summer when the clergy are on their 
month’s holiday. 

The Reverend Dr. Almon R. Pepper, 
Director of the Department of Christian 
Social Relations of the Protestant Epis¬ 
copal Church has announced that his 
department will be glad to refer the 
names of Anglicans who are moving to 
the United States to the appropriate par¬ 
ishes, if Canadian clergy experience diffi¬ 
culty in referrals to the parishes where 
their people propose to take up settled 
residence. The address of that depart¬ 
ment is 281 Fourth Avenue, New York 
10, N.Y. 

For many years the Council for Social 
Service, with the assistance of S.P.C.K. 
Port Chaplains in England and our own 
Canadian Port Chaplains, has been send¬ 
ing the names of British immigrants, who 
arrive by ship, to the parishes where 
those people intend to settle. But there 
has been some cocern about the referral 
of those who come from overseas by air 
and the Episcopal newcomers from the 
United States of whom there are an in¬ 
creasing number. 

As a result, our Council for Social Ser¬ 
vice has indicated in the Episcopal 
Church authorities, that the C.S.S. office 
will be prepared to facilitate referrals 
from Episcopal clergy to the receiving 
parishes in Canada. Now Dr. Pepper is 
stating that his office will be pleased 
to offer a similar service for those Cana¬ 
dian Anglicans who move south of the 
border. 

It is anticipated that clergy in both 
countries will take full advantage of these 
reciprocal arrangements. It is our com¬ 
mon concern that no family or individual 
should become “lost” in the process of 
changing thei place of residence.

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RAISED AGAIN 

Consecration and Confirmation at 
St. George's, Marwayne 


On Sunday, 8th April, 1956, St. 
George’s, Marwayne, was razed to the 
ground by the disastrous fire which con¬ 
sumed so many irreplaceable links with 
two of the £50 (fifty pound) mission 
churches of nearly 50 years ago (St. 
George’s, Stettler, and Holy Trinity, 
Tring). 

Within a short time, the faithful parish¬ 
ioners decided to build another edifice on 
the same site. It took lots of thought, 
planning and work, with much prayer 
for guidance for those who shouldered 
this task. 

By Sunday, 20th January, 1957, St. 
George’s had been “raised again” to the 
Glory of God when the Lord Bishop of 
the Diocese consecrated the building, 
dedicated the Altar and gave the Rite 
of Confirmation in the presence of 92 
who attended the service. 

Bishop Clark with his Chaplain, the 
Rev. K. Minchen of Vermilion; the Rev. 
Potter, Vicar, and the Rev. R. Clennett, 
Frog Lake, was met at the door by the 
Wardens, when Mr. Reinheimer read in 
a clear distince voice the Petition to Con¬ 
secrate this Church and set it apart for 
ever for the worship of God. (Page 717 
in the Prayer Book). The Bishop accept¬ 
ed and gave his consent. The first hymn 
was 563, “The Church’s One Founda¬ 
tion Is Jesus Christ Her Lord.” 

After the clergy proceeded to the Sanc¬ 
tuary the Bishop dedicated the Altar. 
After hymn No. 466 was sung, “We Love 
The Place O God Wherein Thine Honour 
Dwells,” the Bishop gave his address and 
he said what a joy it was to come to 
consecrate this church and to hold the 
Service of Confirmation; how happy he 
was to see the church crowded on its 
first day to offer prayer and praise in 
this new House of God. 

Hymn 256, third verse in particular, 
was a fitting prelude to the Confirma¬ 
tion of Billy Curtis, Eddie Pashniuk, 
Christine Blake and Lucille Wells. 

Give them light, Thy truths to see. 
Give them life to live for Thee, 

Daily power to coquer sin, 

Patient faith the crown to win; 

Shield them from temptations breath. 
Keep them faithful unto death. 


The candidates were presented to the 
Bishop by the Vicar of St. George’s, the 
Rev. Andrew Potter, and after the lay¬ 
ing on of hands we sang Hymn 256. 

After the offertory hymn 788, the 
Bishop gave his blessing and benediction 
which concluded the wonderful Com¬ 
mencement Service at the start of a new 
era in Anglican church life in Marwayne 
and district. What will the next 50 years 
bring? 

Many distant points were represented 
and memories of the past recalled at the 
splendid lunch served in the basement 
by the never-tiring W.A. Many thanks 
were expressed. It was a glorious day 
and much satisfaction to learn that the 
Vestry could report that the new church 
was free of debt and all commitments 
had been met. 

Venture in Faith 

“Venture in Faith” was the theme of 
the Interdenominational Fireside Sunday 
which was held in February. 

Young people are just beginning their 
‘venture in faith.’ The step from child¬ 
hood to adulthood is a big one, and an 
important one. Suddenly they become 
aware of new things in life. No longer 
is material wealth the only important 
factor. They seek to feel wanted and 
to feel important, but they need guidance! 
It is up to the church to give them this 
guidance. It is up to the church to give 
the young folk a reason to participate 


in church activities, and it is up to the 
church to give the young folk a reason 
to stay with the church. 

Young people at St. Paul’s, St. Luke’s 
and All Saints played host to young 
people of various denominations while 
other Anglican groups were visitors at 
churches throughout the city. Guest 
speakers, group discussions, sing-songs, 
and eats were features of the evening. 
This city-wide interdenominational young 
people’s gathering was only one step 
in their ‘venture in faith.’ 

Another step, and a very important 
one, has been taken by the Diocesan 
Council. During the latter part of Feb¬ 
ruary and the beginning of March, a 
“Leadership Training Course” will be 
held. Under the instruction of Tory 
Cuff, two sections of officers’ courses; 
administration and program planning will 
be taught. It consists of ten fifty-minute 
periods; two periods a night. Certificates 
are available for those who complete the 
course. It is hoped these classses will 
be continued at the summer camp. 

During the course, a Sunday School 
by Post and Radio display will be shown 
in the hall. It is designed in an attempt 
to emphasize the function performed by 
this organization and the need of sup¬ 
port. Contribution envelopes will be dis¬ 
tributed to the individuals, as we attempt 
to do our share in helping to spread the 
gospel. 

On the 22nd of March, the Bishop 
Barfoot Speaking Cup will be presented 
to the winner of the Annual Public speak¬ 
ing Contest. According to last year’s 
report, this annual contest has misplaced 
its enthusiastic supporters and partici¬ 
pants. We hope to recover them before 
the deadline this year—and hold them 
for other such events!

Ricardo’s Search 

“Around Ricardo’s neck hung a cord. 
On the cord was a ring—a very special 
one! Ricardo guarded it as carefully as 
he guarded the secret message he was 
to take to his father’s friend, Mahng Pe¬ 
dro. Without the ring he could never 
find Mahng Pedro. But with the ring 
and the message, Ricardo took his place 
in the boat that was to start him on an 
exciting search up the river and into the 
mountain country of the Philippines. 

“Ricardo’s search would not have been 
possible, however, if it had not been 
for his Uncle Ramon. Uncle Ramon was 
going to visit the Christian churches of 
the Philippines. But he had a search 
to make also. The president of the Philip¬ 
pines had said to him, ‘Nobody has been 
able to reach Soldanos, you are our last

hope.’ Soldanos was the leader of an 
outlaw group of Huks, reported to be 
hiding in the mountains of Mindanao. So 
Uncle Ramon planned the trip up the 
river.” 

All this is but a glimpse into the Junior 
Auxiliary Mission Study for 1956-57. 
Each year a country in which the An¬ 
glican Church carries on mission work 
is chosen for the Juniors of Canada to 
study. This year, J.A.’s across the coun¬ 
try are learning about the work of the 
Church in the Philippines. Our Cana¬ 
dian Church is not directly responsible 
for Mission work in the Philippines; these 
islands are the concern of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, our Anglican sister 
Church in the United States. Besides 
hearing the story of Ricardo’s Search, 
J.A. members are learning the games 
Filipino children like to play, many 
groups are seeing a filmstrip about a 
Filipino vacation school, and some 
branches are even sampling Filipino 
food! 

The Diocese of Edmonton 

“The upper part of the building was 
used as a church, and the ground floor 
for living quarters. The stove, Newton 
remarks, ‘was not sufficient to warm the 
room and it needed perpetual attention 


night and day. . . . Often I tried to 
write, and placed the ink on the front 
of the stove in order that it might thaw; 
but before the pen could touch paper 
and write a word the ink in the pen 
would be frozen.’ ” 

“The first service was held on Whit¬ 
sunday. . . . There were about 23 people 
jammed in a small shack. We started 
with a hymn; two dogs howled inside, 
one was turned out at once, but the 
other went on howling and quite drowned 
our singing. We manfully continued 
while the owner tried to catch the dog 
which cleverly crawled under everything 
in the shack in turn. The dog was turn¬ 
ed out, the hymn ended and we knelt 
to pray. We were jammed in so tightly 
that in turning someone put his or her 
elbow through the window pane and let 
in a cloud of mosquitoes. It was the 
most painful church opening I have ever 
had, for I fear I was just dying for a 
good hearty laugh.” 

The Girls’ Auxiliary too has a mission 
study each year, aranged in a five-year 
cycle—India, Canada, Japan, and Angli¬ 
can communion throughout the world, 
and finally ‘know-your-own-diocese.’ It 
is this latter phase of the Church’s work 
with which we "are concerned in G.A. 
this year. The above excerpts are from 
the prepared booklet on the history of 
Edmonton diocese. 

The girls are expected to know not 
only something of the history of the 
mission being studied but also the rea¬ 
sons for missions and how the missionary 
activity of the Church dates back to the 
Jerusalem Church. They participate in 
propects related to mission study, such 
as making a model mission centre, or a 
map, or putting on a mission night enter¬ 
tainment or play. Maps this year are 
to be in dominion-wide competition, as 
are illustrated histories of each diocese.

inpatients) come to us with the disease 
in an advanced state. Some have lost 
fingers and other extremities and are 
helpless for most purposes. It always 
seems a tragedy when we remember 
that had they come to us in time there 
would have been no reason for losing 
fingers or hands or feet. What actually 
happens is that the disease attacks the 
nerves controlling the hands and feet and 
they are not able to feel when they 
touch something hot or something which 
hurts their hand in other ways. Thus 
when they go to work around their 
fires cooking their meals in their homes 
and inadvertantly touch the live coals 
which are sometimes hidden in the ashes 
they burn their hands without knowing 
that they are doing so. This wound 
keeps getting knocked and burned again 
and is not given proper care and in the 
end the bone is destroyed by ifection and 
the patient is crippled for life. In our 
home the cooking is al done in a central 
kitchen by the patients themselves and by 
following strict rules we eliminate the 
possibility of burnt fingers. It makes one 
feel very happy to see a patient become 
completely cured without losing the use 
of hands or fingers. 

In spite of all the things that they have 
to put up with the patients are very 
cheerful and in time one forgets that they 
are people bearing a disease which many 
people hold to be one of the world’s 
most deret.dful calamities. They go 
about their work teding their gardens, 
doing spinning, weaving, carpentry, just 
like a little community of ordinary people. 
In the centre of the Home we have a 
Chapel. It is very different from a 
Canadian Church, except for the Altar, 
as there are no seats as such. The 
patients sit on straw mats on the floor. 
The East Window depicts our Lord lay¬ 
ing His Hands on the head of a leper. 
It was painted by an Italian prisoner of 
war about 1945. It is extremely beauti¬ 
ful.

The following letter was received by 
our Tresurer from Palumfur, India: 

Dear Mrs. Harris: 

Sometime ago I received your gift 
of $13.14 for the Palampur Leprosy 
Home through Bishop Wilkinson. This 
was indeed a very generous gift and on 
behalf of the patients I want to say 
thank you very much. 

I wonder if you have ever heard much 
about our Home. Our Leprosy Home is 
situated in the foothills of the Himalaya 
mountains and so we are always in sight 
of the snows even in the warmest 
weather. The main mountain ranges are 
almost a mile away but they are so 
high that they appear to be sort of 
hanging over our heads. The Home it¬ 
self is situated on a low pine covered 
hill and the cottages in which the patients 
live are distributed here and there 
throughout the eight or ten acres that 
make up the compound. A small stream 
of glacial water flows through the centre 
of our compound and this is used for 
watering the gardens and hedges and also 
for laundry purposes. The patients have 
small stone enclosures into which they 
bring fresh water from the main stream 
by way of a little canal. Here, by 
banking clothes against the stones, they 
wash them. It seems rather harsh treat¬ 
ment but in some miraculous way the 
clothes become clean. Some of the 
patients (there are about one hundred

What is a Retreat? Sunday Jan. 13th, 
the Vicar announced that he would be 
away for four days in the following week, 
“on retreat” at Edson. When questioned 
about this, one of the men of the Parish 
replied that he guessed it was some kind 
of holiday clergy had when they leave 
their wives and children home. As a 
definition of a Retreat this is not terribly 
accurate and is more than a little mis¬ 
leading. The confusion comes no doubt 
from the fact that the word “retreat” 
has more than one meaning. The dic¬ 
tionary on your correspondent’s desk 
gives this as one definition of the word: 
asylum for inebriates, or lunatics, or 
pensioners.” Let me hasten to add— 
before the vicar asks for my resignation— 
that, to the best of my knowledge, this 
is not the kind of retreat the Rectors of 
Wetaskiwin, Camrose, and Westlock, and 
the Vicar of Ponoka, attended. The 
Retreat at Edson conducted by the Rev. 
H. Buchner in his beautiful new Church 
was rather, “A temporary retirement for 
religious exercises.” The Vicar tells me 
that the rule of silence was kept from 
Tuesday evening until Thursday after¬ 
noon. Holy Communion was celebrated 
each morning, with periods of meditation 
Conducted by the Rev. H. Buchner, and 


periods of prayer throughout the day.

The Annual meeting of the Parish was 
held on Thursday January 31st, Evening 
Prayer was said in the Church at 5:30 
p.m. A delicious supper was served by 
a committee from both groups of the 
W.A. About 40 persons were in attend¬ 
ance at the meeting which began at 
7:30 p.m. and finished shortly after 10:00 
p.m.
